Two Carloads of Seed From Alberta

For some time past, experiments 
have been carried on In Denmark 
with this particular seed. So suc¬ 
cessful have these been, that tho 
Danish growers purchased two car¬ 
loads. Tho Danish growers would 
have taken twice that amount had It 
been available, hut owing to United 
States growers placing largo orders, 
the local feed men have not been able 
to keep up with live demand. Grow 
ers oT Grimm alfalfa rood have been 
paid lift an acre clear for their pro 
duct.

headquarters In Ottawa. 

The navigation part of the survey 
will be under tho din ction of the 
Department of Marine nnd Fisheries 
and It is quite possible that Alex 
Johnston, deputy minister of the de¬ 
partment, may go north on board the 
Stanley in July. The Stanley, which 
Is now being tcconditlonud, will not 
stay In the straits throughout the 
winter, but will return south late in 
the summer. 

Parliament at the last session ap¬ 
proved a vote of $800,000 for the 
purvey, hut unofficial estimates put 
the total cost at nearer a million dol¬ 
lars.

i lie prediction ha.! been made by 
Dr. G. Crocdmun. f< finer president 
of the Ontario Agricultural College, 1 
that British Columbia will become 
tho greatest dairy In? district of Can¬ 
ada. This Is the conclusion ho has 
made from a study or conditions on 
the Pacific Coast. Ono great advan¬ 
tage 1* that dairy stock can be pas¬ 
tured practically the whole of the 
year, whereas In Ontario they had to 
he fed six months In the year and Oft 
per cent of the produce of a 100-acre 
dairy farm with an average amount 
of slock hail to be used for feed. 


Carat’ as Applied to Gold 


Relmim to Purity or Quality and No, 

Actual Weight 

"Carat” is a corruption of a word 
that used to stand for a particular 
sort of liny seed. As those reeds 
were always exactly tho same $iz*\ 
they became a recognized standard 
of weight for such small articles as 
jewellery nnd precious stones. In th* 
weighing of gold, 21 of these carats 
went to one special coin, now long 
obsolete. 

Today the term carat has nothing 
to do with the actual weight of gold, 
but refers to Its purity or quality 
only. By itself gold Is too soft for 
common use, and has therefore gen¬ 
erally to be mixed with some other 
mctul, and when we speak of ’•22- 
carat” gold we mean that out of 21 
parts of it 22 are really gold. As a 
matter of fact, even this alloy of 2 
parts in 24, or one-twelfth, of harder 
metal Is barely sufficient, and except 
for weddiug rings, 22-carat is seldom 
used, 18, 15 or even 9-carat bdlng far 
more common. 


During the past couple of years, 
according to Information issued by 
the Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of tho Department of the In¬ 
tel lor, there has been introduced in¬ 
to this inland fishing Industry, a new 
branch of unusual economic impor¬ 
tance, namely, llie filleting of pike. 
Heretofore this kind of fish lind no 
market value, but It has been found 
that fillets of pike, neatly packed in 
wooden boxes and shipped fresh on 
too or freshly frozen, can bo readily 
disposed of now in the markets 
which handle the Whitehall. 

Though the pike is a coarse fish 
and somewhat unattractIvo In ap¬ 
pearance it has a good, wholesome 
food value, and when tho edible por¬ 
tions are separated from the skin, 
bones and other waste, they can be 
shipped ami sold to advantage. In 
fact this is tho most economical 
manner of shipping many species of 
fish and tho ready for-cooking form 
in which the product la thus dis¬ 
played in retail shops appeals favor¬ 
ably to the ultimate consumer. En- 
ttrpri.Tng fish dealers in some east¬ 
ern section are now advertising 
their products In this form almost 
exclusively. 

Tho introduction of this branch of 
tho fishing industry to Western Can¬ 
adian waters Is proving of dual 
valuo. It not only enlarges the mar¬ 
ket range of tho fisherman, enabling 
him to dispose of a product formerly 
valueless, but It encourages the cap 
turo of a destructive fish whose 
voruclbus habits makes It a source or 
1 great havoc among the inoro highly 
I prized white-fish, pickerel nnd othei 
species.

Foreign people to the number of 
16,797 became naturalized Cana* 
riians in the flscal year which closed 
a month ago. This is an increase of 
1 1,394 over the corresponding per¬ 
iod of time last year. 

Tho great preponderance of the 
new citizens come from tho West, 
where patents to homesteads depend 
upon naturalization. Of all races, 
however, the Italian in Canada is 
generally the most anxious to ac¬ 
quire the rights of citizenship and as 
soon as the five years residence is 
finished lie is usually after his 
naturalization papers. American 
homesteaders and the Jewish people 
also are pretty prompt. 

Italians headed tho list last year 
with 2,810 nalurallzutlona- l*o’es 
came next with 2,618, United States 
citizens third with 2.351, Russlunu 
fourth with 2,157 and Austrians fifth 

with 2,189. 

Other naturalizations were: Ru¬ 
manians, 1,199; Belgians, 421; Ger¬ 
man, 113; Swedes, 136; French, 202;

When Bank of Montreal Tokens 
Wer§ Used For. Small Change 

POUNDED before Canada had any currency of its own, the Bank of 
L Montreal in the early part of the Nineteenth Century obtained authori- 
eatkm from the British Government to issue copper tokens for small change. 

Reproduced herewith are the two sides of the one-penny token 
of 1838 and of a "habitant” token of 1837. The obverse of 
the former shows a picture of the building used by the Bank 
of Montreal at that time, the obverse of the latter a typical 
farmer of Lower Canada, now Quebec. The reverse of both 
coins is the same, showing the arms of the city of Montreal. 

Throughout its long history, the Bank of Montreal has always been 
active in serving the financial needs of the people of Canada, 
steadily extending its service as the need and opportunity for it arose.

kill. Where this condition exists 
the success of the beet orop is de¬ 
pendent almost entirely on the pro¬ 
per and early elimination of these 
, wild oats, etc. The fields where 
wild oats are prevalent should he 
cultivated just as soon as it is pos¬ 
sible to guide a cultivator down 
the rows. With one inan to drive 
and one to guide the cultivator it 
is possible to cultivate beets before 
they are up. We suggest the use 
of the disk weedsrs on the front 
bar of the cultivator with the 
knives set in just a little on the 
rear bar. However use whatever 
tools you can work best, but do 
not delay these cultivations. In a 
weeks time it is possible for wild 
oats to beoorno so thiok and mat¬ 
ted that it is next to impossible to 
to cultivate them out. Early cul¬ 
tivation is your cheapest method 
of weed elimination.
